England  to  Virginia  with  Sir  John  Harvey.  He  came 
over  to  Virginia  in  the  ship  "George",  which  left  England  January  29, 
1618,  bearing  the  new  Governor,  Sir  George  Yardley,  and  about  one 
hundred  passengers.  The  ship  brought  tho  orders  of  the  company  for  a 
free  government  in  Virginia.
